Servants are so m uch discussed and 
complained of nowadays th at one feels 
almost inclined to believe in the outcry: 
“ There are no good servants now.” 
B ut is 
this true? 
And, if so, where does the 
fault lie? 
A re the mistresses all good 
and the servants all bad ? 
Is there not, 
perhaps, some solution to this problem in 
the mistresses’ character? 
W hy should 
we think th e fault is all on one side? 
I t 
is not. 
A\ e do still meet w ith old servants 
who have served th eir masters and mis­ 
tresses through long periods of th eir lives. 
B ut was this owing only to the servants’ 
good qualities of character? Certainly 
not. 
A good servant and a good mistress 
w ill agree ; but get a bad one on either 
side and there must be a rupture. 
Bad 
mistresses cannot keep good servants, even 
if they get them . 
I know at the present 
tim e a thoroughly good servant, possess­ 
ing all the necessary qualifications—hon­ 
esty, steadiness and great industry; but she 
has been unfortunate in her last two places. 
In one she staid two years, but in the last 
she could not rem ain longer than seven 
m onths, and she feels disgusted w ith serv­ 
ice and would like to find some occupation 
w here she would not be treated altogether 
like a 
slave. 
Y et these 
were 
both 
considered 
good 
places — the first 
a 
retired 
wealthy tradesman, 
the second 
one 
of 
the 
leading professional 
men 
of 
our 
town. 
The fault, 
I 
believe, 
at, the root of it all is want of considera­ 
tion. 
Many will sneer at this and say it is 
m istake to consider your servants” thev 
v presume upon it; but are these the 
•'e who keep their servants? I say, 
■'mphatically, no. 
I do not mean 
rvants should be petted and pam­ 
- taken out of their position; but 
i certain tact in consideration, 
)t only helps to make good serv- 
keeps them with you. 
., much less straining after effect and 
j v there would be if it were perfectly 
understood that to have work properly 
done there must be plenty of hands to do it. 


SOME OF T H E CAUSES. 
In a fair-sized house w here, besides the 
m aster and mistress, there are several 
children and a governess, the usual custom 
is to keép three servants—cook, house­ 
m aid and nurse—and if only the mistresses 
of such establishments would be content 
to live the quiet, methodical lives their 
grandm others lived before them such a 
staff would suffice. 
B ut nowadays such 
ladies must have numbers of callers, visit­ 
ors staying in the house constantly, hot 
luncheons, afternoon teas and late dinners. 
A nd one delicate housemaid is certainlv 
expected to do most of this. T he silver 
m ast be faultless, the jneals punctual, the 
rooms in perfect order, whereas the poor 
girl has barely tim e from early morning 
till late at night to do more than scramble 
through her work in a superficial v ay. 
T hen she goes to bed at night w ith the 
unsatisfied feeling of having worked h«fe 
hardest, but having failed to complete he»- 
task. 
And so it goes on day by day. H er 
clothes are ruined. 
She has not a mo­ 
m ent to sp |re to put a stitch in them, but 
th at is uot considered by the mistress. 
The good habits she has "been trained to 
she is gradually losing, for there is no 
tim e to do anything thoroughly. 
.Soon, 
of course, she becomes disgusted w ith the 
weariness and irritation of such a place 
and tries to find a more congenial situa­ 
tion, while the poor, foolish mistress, who 
cannot understand that she is striving 
after what she cannot attain to, is kept in 
the perpetual worry of engaging and part­ 
ing with servants. 
Some mistresses may 
keep plenty of servants to do their work, 
but fail t<> keep them any length of time, 
simply from their own m anner toward 
them . 
They adopt

Down on the servant at once for every 
mistake or failure, however small. 
W hat 
a want of management this is. 
How cer­ 
tain to disgust and spoil a servant. 
So 
m any things are occurring to prevent the 
wheel of domestic felicity from revolving 
in a perfectly smooth "and comfortable 
way. 
Some little ailm ent may have inter­ 
fered or extra work may have" been called 
for, or a trying east wind may make even 
the mistress herself look on "the worrying 
side of everything. 
How much better it 
is on such occasions, instead of working 
one’s self into a tem per and giving the un­ 
fortunate maid the benefit of this turn of 
m ind, to sit down ouietly and try to look 
all around the difficulty, not "only from 
the mistress’ point of view, but also from 
the servant’s. 
And how often can a rea­ 
sonable excuse be found for the failure. 
A nd then a quiet reminder, such as “So- 
and-so was not quite right to-day, but 
then I remember w hat you had to do,” 
etc., is far more likely to produce a good 
result than a stormy attack. 
It is a good 
plan, also, if anything goes wrong in the 
household arrangements, to talk it over 
quietly w ith the servant who is at fault 
and hear her excuses—she has a right to 
offer them , we like our own respected— 
then point out a remedy. 
If you do not 
know of any, try to find one before you 
speak. 
Always have a suggestion ready. 
I t may not be a perfect cure, but your 
servant will understand that you a re " not 
satisfied and will try more another tim e, 
and w ith a good spirit to succeed, for 
servants, I am sure, thoroughly esteem a 
mistress who has perfect control over her­ 
self, and who can, in spite of provocation, 
point out with a d e a r head and kind m an­ 
ner where the m istake has been. 
This, indeed, requires skilled manage­ 
m ent, but it is not beyond tbe attainm ent 
of all. and if by tbe careful training of 
«selves we can seeure steady, trnst- 
jrthy devotion of qoed servants, we shall 
' living better lives, filling our places 
te r in the world, than if we can merely 
te a cfever score at tennis or grace the 
1 of a dinner table, for we shall secure 
the greatest of our domestic com­ 
ind we shall win th e blessings of the 
/oman of old, who “looked well to 
vs of her household.” There is no 


FO E TO DOMESTIC PEACE 
comfort like th at of fussiness. 
It 
cs chiefly from a lack of system or plan 
.ad a too great attention to m inor detail. 
Some housekeepers have a way of stirring 
up everything at once. 
T hey begin th eir 
day’s work anywhere, w ithout any relation 
to "what is most urgent or necessary to he 
accomplished. 
They lose sight of "the al­ 
ways excellent axiom —one thing at a 
tim e and th at first which most needs at­ 


tention. 
I t is a good plan to sit down 
quietly at the beginning of the day and 
take a careful survey of the domestic field. 
Decide w hat m ust be done, and what, in 
case of lack of tim e or intervention of 
other duties or unexpected interruptions, 
may be p u t off, and then set to work w ith­ 
out undue haste to perform the necessary 
tasks. 
Learn to work quietly, w ithout 
noise. 
Be careful to take no useless steps. 
T here is a vast amount of strength and 
nervous energy wasted in this way. 
I know a young housekeeper who ac­ 
complishes more in one day than do the 
m ajority of women in two. 
She never 
seems to be in a hurry, never gets in a 
“stew,” but she works steadily and as 
noiselessly as the sunlight. 
AY hat she has 
to do she accomplishes w ithout any indis­ 
cretion. 
She has no cross purposes to 
contend 
w ith. 
She 
aims 
right 
at 
the 
m ark 
w ith 
every 
movement of 
the 
hand 
and 
w ith 
every footstep. 
If she has house-cleaning to attend to she 
does not commence by tearing up every 
room in the house, and putting the entire 
household in a chaos of confusion. 
B ut 
she takes one room at a time and has it 
cleaned and purified before there is any 
further upheaval. T he usual Spring clean­ 
ing comes and goes in th at family w ithout 
producing any discomfort or any great 
am ount of inconvenience. 
I was once a 
guest in a family where confusion was the 
law of dai y experience. 
The poor little 
housekeeper never seemed to know w hat 
should be done first, and there was always 
such an array of things to be accomplished 
th at she was never serene, but went about 
like a young cyclone, stirring up every­ 
thing w ith which she came in contact, 
leaving things “all in a heap” as she flit­ 
ted off’ in the direction of whatever oc­ 
curred to her as needing attention. 
H er 
house was 
N EVER IN ORDER, 
And she was never at rest. 
She wanted 
to do everything at once, so nothing was 
ever accomplished. 
She charged all along 
the line, but never carried the works at 
any one point. 
She was always routed, ¡ 
and domestic affairs were uniformly in a 
state of insurrection. 
As a rule, she was 
always “fussing.” 
System is as essential in 
the government of the household as in th at 
of the State. 
Order, promptness, punctu­ 
ality, industry and good judgm ent are the 
necessary and efficient forces in the home. 
To these add cheerfulness, patience and a 
thoughtful care for the general comfort 
and happiness of its members, and you 
will avoid all unpleasant friction, and 
make the home w hat it should be, the 
center of all th at is best and dearest to the 
hum an heart.

During house-cleaning days. 
Though the 
parlor, and sittiDg-room, and dining-room, 
and pantry, and kitchen may lie as “clean 
as a whistle” and as “neat as wax,” if the 
cellar be not thoroughly 6wept and gar­ 
nished all else will go for naught, as far as 
being well-guarded against the insidious 
approach of disease is concerned.

T he author of “Lights of Asia,” who is 
now traveling in Japan, writes as follows 
to the London Telegraph: 
I do not remember th at anybody has 
ever yet, in describing Japan, done" any 
sort of sufficient justice to the immense 
and im portant part borne by the hibachi 
in the domestic life of this people. 
Tour­ 
ists, travelers and correspondents casually, 
indeed, mention the article as something 
special to Japan, but forget to say how the 
entire existence of the Japanese centers in 
this very particular institution. 
_ The hibachi is a fire-box, of 
-hich the 
simplest form is th at of a square, or circu­ 
lar, or oblong receptacle of wood, lined with 
sheet copper. 
Into this a quantity of lime 
dust, or sifted ashes, is put, and on the top 
of th at a little pile of lighted charcoal, 
which burns slowly and steadily upon the 
fine ashes, giving out heat, but not a 
vestige of 6moke. 
This is the prim itive 
and plainest form of the “fire-box,” such a6 
will be seen in use for common purposes at 
railway stations, in K urum a sheds, in way­ 
side tea-houses and restaurants, and in un­ 
pretentious shops. 
B ut Japanese skill and 
taste love to lavish themselves on this cen­ 
tral piece of domestic furniture, and you 
see hibachis, accordingly, of all forms and 
m aterials. 
Some are made of hammered 
copper, or brass, or iron, w ith patterns 
delicately and beautifully beaten out of 
the burnished metal. Some I have seen 
in great houses contrived from the root of a 
vast tree, the gnarled and knotted tim ber 
being laboriously hollowed out and lined 
w ith copper, and the exterior carefully 
polished to bring forth th e beautv of the 
grain. 
The hibachi for daily home service must 
be useful before all things, and the general 
shape of it is, as I have said, th at of an 
oblong box about two feet in length by 
fourteen inches broad, and a foot deep. 
Two-thirds of the length of this structure 
is occupied by the fire-box proper, lined 
w ith metal, and laid w ith carefully-sifted 
ashes, upon which glows the little nest of 
red su m sticks. 
Upon the top of th at will 
be placed a four-legged frame of iron, 
which supports the bronze kettle, the tea­ 
pot, and, at need, a small gridiron of wire 
or a glazed frying-pan, in which fish are 
stewed or fried, or else the earthen dish 
whereupon the inm ates roast their bean 
cakes or the slices of daikon. 
The re­ 
mainder of the hibachi is made up of clever 
little drawers and unsuspected compart­ 
ments, where the lady of th e house— 
whose special possession the “fire box” is__ 
keeps a world of things which profit by 
being d ry ; her 
biscuits, her paper for 
accounts, needles and thread, kawyashis, 
combs, tea, chop-sticks, and w hat not. 
Thus this piece of furniture is at one and 
the same moment the household hearth, 
the larder, the work-box, the w riting case, 
the toilet stand, the kitchen, and the n at­ 
ural center for the family of conversation, 
employment, and needlework. 
B ut it may 
combine these with ever so much beauty 
and richness of external decoration, and it 
is common to see the hibachi built of very 
beautiful striped and variegated woods, its 
drawers 
and 
compartments 
delicately 
adorned with chased handles, and plaques 
of silvered or bronzed metal, while neat 
little mats of plaited grass or embroidered 
velvet ?r -• laid upon the highly honorable 
p art where the teapot of porcelain and the 
pretty small painted teacups usually stand. 
Sometimes a table for w riting and work­ 
ing is ingeniously blended w ith the other 
conveniences, and there 
is one special 
form of hibachi, used for im parting heat in 
cold weather, which is closed w ith a lat­ 
tice of light woodwork all around. 
You 
can cover this over w ith futtms, or bed rugs, 
and warm the hands and feet in the con­ 
fined glow, or on frosty nights you can put 
it boldly and bodily under th e’bed clothes, 
and derive from it all the advantage of a 
perm anent warming pan. 
Then there is 
the tobaccomono, another special form of 
the hibachi, but entirely devoted to the 
eternal kiseru, the small pipe of brass and 
btmboo in which the Japanese perpetually 
indulge. 
This is a kind of sm aller fire 
box, w ith a bed of ashes for the ever-glow­ 
ing charcoal, a couple of drawers for the 
delicately cut fragrant tobacco, and a little 
compartm ent where the brass and silver 
tipjied pipes repose while not in use. 
There is a cover, with an opening, for the 
charcoal, and a handle by which the to­ 
baccomono is carried about, for it accom­ 
panies the owner everywhere—to bed, to 
breakfast, to dinner—on all occasions ; and 
next to the sliding of the shojis, the most 
universal sound heard, perhaps, ¡n Japan, 
is the tapping of the little kisera on the 
edge of the tobacco box, when, for the 
hundredth tim e during the day, the little 
pipe has been filled and lighted, and the 
one full 
puff—“ippuku ’’—taken which 
satisfies the refined and delicate desires of 
the Nippon smoker. 
Y’ou must realize then, or try to realize, 
the prodigious im port and positive un i­ 
versatility of the domestic “fire box” in 
Japan. 
There m ast exist at least as many 
as the inhabitants of the country—that 
is to say, about 40,000,000. 
Every shop 
has one in front of its shelves and bales, 
and every tea house or hotel keeps them 
by scores, because the first thing brought 
to a traveler or customer on arrival is the 
hibachi, either to warm him or to furnish 
a chronic light for his pipe, or simply 
from habit a n i hospitality. 
The traaes- 
man and those who come to buy at his 
shop gather over the bronze fire box to 
discus prices; and at a dinner party a 
hibachi is placed between every pair of 
guests. 
In the interior of an ordinarv 
Japanese home, however, one sees the na­ 
tional institution in its simplest 
use. 
There it stands, always lighted, at least 
during the autum n and w inter months, 
and in its copper receptacle the bed of 
ashes and the glowing nest of gentle fire, 
It is good to see with w hat dainty care 
the Japanese dame will pick up stick by 
stick and fragment by fragment th e pre­ 
cious pieces of chareoal which have fallen 
from off the central fire. 
W ith w hat deli­ 
cate skill she builds a little dome or peak 
over the tiny crater of the domestic vol­ 
cano, arranging and distributing! 
W ith 
what silent interest everybody watches her 
purse up her lips and gently, but persist­ 
ently, blow upon the sleeping fire till the 
scarlet life of it creeps from the central 
spark into every gray and black bit of the 
heap, and the hibachi is once more in high 
activ ity ! 
Then the hands of the household meet 
over the kindly warmth, for this is the 
only “ hearth” of the domicile, and when 
the palms and wrists are warm all the 
body will be comfortable. There are little 
square cushions laid all round the fire box 
and upon these we kneel and chat. 
You 
must drop nothing into th at sacred center 
in the way of cigar ends, stumps of 
matches or cigarette paper; it is the 
vestal fire, not to be violated by disre­ 
spectful fuel. 
But you may put th e tetsu- 
bin on it and boil the “honorable hot 
water” or fry peas over it, o r cook little 
fishes, or stew slices of orange or persim­ 
mon, and, in fact, treat it as a supple­ 
mentary kitchen to the larger and perm a­ 
nent hearth established in the daiaokoro> 
Every now and then the mistress of the 
house, who has the seat of honor before it, 
controlling the supply of sumi and the 
brass bash is, with which the fire box is 
tended, will delicately and economically 
pick out with them from the small basket 
at her side a nodule or two more of the 
charcoal, and place these on the sinking 
fire, treating her sumihako, or charcoal 
stove, as elegantly and sparingly as a 


London lady would the sugar basin. 
Con­ 
fess th a t it is a m ark of the refined na­ 
tional life of this people th at they have 
thus for their family hearth stove a pretty 
piece of cabinet work lined w ith copper, 
and for their coal cellar a tiny flower 
basket filled w ith a handful of clean and 
picked charcoal! 
You m ight place the 
entire affair on the toilet table of a 
Duchess and not spoil or soil one lappet of 
her laces or leave one speck of dust upon 
her m irrors and her dressing-bags. Japan, 
in her social aspects, is already, in tru th , 
half understood when the universal use 
and the graceful u tility of the hibachi 
have thoroughly become comprehended.

T H E AMAZON MARCH. 


“I suppose th at very few of the people 
who have ever seen the marches of ballet 
girls in spectacular 
productions 
have 
stopped to think of the immense amount 
of labor involved in the preparation of 
these marches,” said a well-known th eatri­ 
cal manager the other day. 
“The audience 
look at the long lines of brilliantly-arrayed 
girls as they go through the most intricate 
figures, with never a thought of the work 
of the designer of the figures. 
The girls 
do their part w ith such apparent ease that 
there is no indication of the weeks of toil 
which were required to produce the effect. 
Let me tell you how a march for the bal­ 
let girls is made. 
There are only two or 
three professional m arch designers in this 
country, and they probably pursue differ­ 
ent methods in getting up new figures, but 
I will tell you of the way I went about it 
a year ago when I wanted to train some 
girls. 
I had never given a thought to the 
fact th at it was one thing to train the girls 
to march, and quite another one to design 
the figures. 
“I told my stage manager to train the 
girls for an Amazon march, and thought 
th a t that was all th at was required. 
H e 
asked me if I had any figures. 
I told him 
th a t I hadn’t, and he said th at I would 
have to get some for him before he could 
do anything w ith the girls. 
I went to the 
ballet master and asked him for some 
figures. 
H e told me to call the next day. 
I did so, but he said he wasn’t quite ready 
for me yet. 
I called several times, and he 
always had some new excuse to offer. 
I 
went to another ballet master and had the 
same experience. 
They were evidently 
unwilling to let any one have their figures. 
There were no other men in the city to 
whom I could apply, so I said to myself, 
‘I will invent some figures myself.’ 
After 
giving the m atter some thought, I bought 
a set of poker chips and began my work. 
I took sixteen red chips and sixteen white 
ones. 
Then I got down on the floor and 
arranged the poker chips in two rows, a 
w hite row and a red row. 
Then I straight­ 
ened up and looked at them . 
I tried hard 
to imagine th at the poker chips were girls, 
but I only partially succeeded. 
Down I 
got again, and began to move the chips 
one at a tim e into curious figures, but it 
was slow and unsatisfactory work. 
I found 
th at I would have to work w ith other 
material. 
“I procured some large beads and strung 
sixteen of them on a string, fastening 
them about an inch apart. 
I strung six­ 
teen beads of another color in the same 
way. 
These beads represented the thirty- 
two girls who were to take part in the 
march. 
Then I began to arrange them in 
figures, and when I got w hat I thought 
was a good one I made a note of it. 
For 
over two months I worked in this way 
with the beads and the poker chips before 
I was satisfied w ith the figures. 
I handed 
the diagrams to my stage manager, and 
w ith my help and explanations he trained 
the girls. 
This took two months more, 
but even when they were perfectly drilled 
the work was not over. 
It is never over. 
The reason of this is th at very frequently 
I either have to discharge one of th e girls 
or she may leave of her own accord. Then 
a new one—a raw recruit—has to be taken 
on and trained. 
To train one girl it is 
necessary to make the entire thirty-tw o go 
through the m arch over and over again. 
The next tim e th at any one proposes th at 
I shall start an Amazon march I will strike 
him off my list of friends. 
I have had 
enough of it.” 


“ PA U L KAUVAR.” 
The traveling combination system ena­ 
bles one theatrical management to play 
many parts. 
I t mav present “H am let” one 
weel;, “Zig-Zag” the next and “Paul K au­ 
var ’ the third. The management hasreallv 
nothing to do with the performance, except 
to say w hether it shall take place or not. 
j “Paul K auvar” is precisely the dram a one 


would expect to result from an attem pt to 
deal with the inflammable m aterial the 
l rench 
Revolution 
produced in such 
abundance. 
A calm, strong, evenly bal­ 
anced dram a would not properly represent 
the times. 
Paul K auvar, a man of the 
{>eople, gives a home to the Duke de Beau­ 
mont and bis daughter Diane. 
W hen the 
play opens Paul and Diane have been 
m arried six months, the Duke rem aining 
ignorant of the fact. 
The M ephistopheles 
of the play is the Marquis d e \ aux, known 
as Gouroc, who is playing the part of 
a revolutionist to escape the penalties 
of being a nobleman. 
H e falls in love 
w ith 
Diane, 
wins 
the confidence 
of 
Paul, 
and, 
in a dram atic sense, 
ap­ 
plies 
the 
torch 
to 
the 
inflammable 
m aterial lying about. 
Being one of the 
public accusers of the Revolutionay T ribu­ 
nal, he keeps his victims on the edge of 
the scaffold until well into the last act 
when, his perfidy being discovered, he 
puts an end to his own life. 
Despite a 
dream which Paul has iu the first act, and 
which seems to prognosticate his own execu­ 
tion, Paul comes out in the end with his 
faithful and beloved wife by his side. 
It 
may be urged against th ed ram a th at it 
lacks repose. 
It is a jum p from one ex­ 
citing situation to another. 
The charac­ 
ters are in constant excitement, and not 
unnaturally, somewhat hysterical. 
But 
the audience follows the scenes w ith in­ 
tense interest. 
The color of the life picture may be a 
little too flaring, hut the background is in 
harmony with the figures. 
Mr. H aw orth’s 
Paul K auvar is as it stands a fine example 
of acting. 
H e has the mental and physi­ 
cal (qualities of a tragedian of an emotional 
rather than a robust type. 
H e has a fine 
presence, a deep, rich and well-modulated 
voice and a dram atic instinct that im ­ 
parted a tone of naturalness to a some­ 
w hat exaggerated character. 
The charac­ 
ter of Diane was not so well represented. 
Miss Rechelle has apparently reached the 
position of leading lady in the modern 
way, at a single jum p from the ranks. 
M ark Lynch played the part of Gouroc 
w ith good dram atic effect. 
The Duke de 
Beaumont was 
originally assigned 
to 
Charles Yandenhoff, whose death at Seattle 
was recently announced. 
Mr. Ransome, 
the Carrac of the original distribution, 
took last night the part of the Duke, and 
Mr. Boardman took Mr. Ransome’s orig­ 
inal character. 
M urry Woods as Potin, 
and Lavina W hite as N anette furnished 
meager glimpses of comedy, but the dra­ 
m atic atmosphere of the

dampened their efforts. Robert W. Drouet, 
as the commander of the Royalist forces, 
looked much like H aw orth, and thus car­ 
ried the more effectually one of the de­ 
ceptions of the dram a.

The Freeman's Journal (R. C.) says:

The rapid inpour 
of Catholics, nearly all working people, 
the shifting character of the jiopulation, 
the necessity of providing churches at once, 
besides numberless other institutions, led 
us to adopt the Protestant idea of pew 
rents. 
L\ e trust that a beginning towards 
the doing away of pews, or at least pew 
rents, has lieen made by the T hird Plenarv 
Council, which ordered that one-third of 
every church should lie free. 
Perhaps by 
the next Plenary Council, pew divisions 
will be entirely abolished. 
Catholicity is 
the religion of the poor, and God can 
make their freely-given pennies go further 
than the dollars of the rich.” 
The Christian Intelligencer (Ref.) says: 
“ It is greatly to be regretted that this "is­ 
sue has been raised, and that the Order, in 
the action of its officers, has been made, 
by im plication at least, to deny the Atone­ 
m ent and the T rinity, and we’ greatly fear 
irreparable injury has been done to the 
usefulness of a beautiful organization. The 
evil will be aggravated rather than abated 
by the establishment of another Order, 
and we hope this will not be done. 
We 
are doubtful of the policy of non-churchly 
organizations, and question w hether any 
Order can persistently keep «lear of all 
confessional requirem ents. 
The course of 
the King’s D aughters will be carefully 
watched to ascertain whether, in refusing 
to declare itself on such m atters as the 
T rinity and the Atonement, it does not 
lapse into a propaganda of opposing views. 
We have not very great faith in love and 
service which does not draw its inspira­ 
tion from Christ a sa Divine Saviour. Self- 
sacrificing service has never been a strong 
point w ith those who deny C hrist’s D i­ 
vinity and Atonement.” 
_ The Rev. Dr. John P. Gulliver, w riting 
in the Andovei• Review on “A Board of 
Theology for Foreign 
Missions,” says: 
“The present contest is between two hypo­ 
theses as to a m atter concerning which 
God has not seen fit to give us oue word 
of information. N either party is specially 
strong in the positive defense of its own 
hypothesis; but each is irresistible in its 
assault upon that of its opponents ! 
It is 
very hard to characterize this controversy 
in fitting terms w ithout im plying a disre­ 
spect the w riter is far from feeling for the 
honored and beloved Christian brethren 
who are engaged in it. 
B ut we are learn­ 
ing fast, though our scientific lessons are 
enormously expensive. And the time may 
be nearer at hand than we think, when 
the little leaflets of questions sent out to 
candidates from the Missionary Room will 
culm inate 
with 
the 
Hopkinsian test, 
printed in heavy-faced capitals, ‘Do you 
feel willing to leave the Government of 
the universe entirely in the hands of God, 
while you go forth to preach the Gospel to 
every creature, or do you feel an uncon­ 
querable desire to have a hand in it your­ 
self?’ ” 
The Observer (Pres.) says: 
“W hatever 
may be tbe effect of this" difference and 
discussion on the unity and prosperity of 
th e K ing’s Daughters, it is evident that 
this organization has reached a point in 
its history when it is compelled to meet 
the issue involved in the fam iliar Script­ 
ural query, ‘Can two walk together except 
they be agreed ?’ 
Precisely the same is­ 
sue, sooner or later, forces itsglf in one wav 
or another upon every united effort to en­ 
gage in Christian enterprises. 
The Y’oung 
M en’s Christian Association, the Evang­ 
elical Alliance and sim ilar organizations, 
designed to occupy the broadest possible 
platform consistent with the principles 
and sentiments of the various Evangelical 
denominations, have included in their 
constitutions 
certain distinctive 
state­ 
ments that exclude those who do not 
sympathize w ith those convictions that 
are common to the Reformed Churches. 
By this, of course, these instrum entalities 
are lessened in breadth but not in effi­ 
ciency. 
Practically it is found th at all 
aggressive Christian work involves some 
teaching; and if this teaching for any 
reason is restrained or modified, then the 
organization feels the loss in diminished 
capacity and enthusiasm.” 
The Christian Leader (Univ.) says: “We 
are not of the number who seize upon every 
opportunity to incite hostility to the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church. 
Our feelings to­

judicious patriot say of a Church and a 
people who as a m atter of faith can­ 
not, in case of a dispute between the V ati­ 
can and the State, take sides with his 
country ? 
As H enry C. Lea lias said, the 
Catholic Church cannot 
be American. 
‘W hen the T hird Plenary Council of Bal­ 
timore was convoked, in ÍS84, its proceed­ 
ings had all to be arranged the year before 
in Rome witli the Congregation of Propa­ 
ganda, and when its sessions closed they 
were sent to Leo X III., who modified 
them at his pleasure.’ 
It may indeed 
happen that the Pope has too much sense 
to array any sectiou of his people against 
the policy of the nation in which these 
dwell. 
I t may also happen that he will 
do this very thing. 
In regard to the pub­ 
lic schools, the Papal policy is anti-A m er­ 
ican. 
And what option have the Catholic 
people in a community where this policy 
is operated ? 
None whatever. 
By his al­ 
legiance he must obey the foreigner rather 
than the local magistrate.” 
On the division among “K ing’s Daugh­ 
ters” the Christian Imjuirer (Bapt.) says: 
“There is something very attractive to 
many people, young and old, in such a 
rallying cry as ‘Only Christ without dog­ 
ma,’ but it is well for our churches to con­ 
sider w hether they will favor any society 
which designedly puts out of sight the 
atoning work and divine character of our 
Lord. 
The love of Christ can never have 
such constraining influence as when the 
individual can say, ‘The Son of God loved 
me, and gave H im self form e.’ 
A dm ira­ 
tion for the character and example of 
Christ is of little account if H is sacrificial 
work is ignored. 
It was by silence, rather 
than by positive teaching, that U nitarian- 
ism gained footing in New England in the 
beginning, and the literature which is 
now favored for the ‘K ing’s Daughters’ 
has the same characteristic. 
W hen it 
comes to home or foreign mission work, it 
is impossible for parties holding widely 
diverre views of tru th to work together. 
I t is understood that a new order, to be 
called ‘The Evangelical K ing’s Daugh­ 
ters,’ is likely to be established. 
The old 
order is doing good, and we should dislike 
to see it injured or perm anently hindered 
in its work, lu t it will be weil in all our 
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churches where there are ‘Tens’ of ‘King's 
¡ Daughters' to consider w hether loyalty to

! ..i'- H - Howard, w riting in the Catholic 
on “The English Language in C ath­ 
olic Public W orship,” says: 
"The reasons 
lor the growth of Protestant Episeopalian- 
!>m m this country—a growth proportion­ 
ately far in excess of the increase iu the 
general population, and dependent almost 
exclusively upon births and accessions 
’^ n other Protestant bodies; a growth 
which exemplifies the secret of the ac­ 
cumulation of material w ealth—making 
and saving, taking from others aud hold­ 
ing what is taken—the reasons, we sav, for 
this growth are not hard todisoover. They 
are found in the fact that the Anglican 
Church, and her daughter in this country, 
has had the prodigious advantage of in­ 
fluencing the people bv the public use of 
many of the choicest parts of Catholic 
liturgy, having them constantly and im ­ 
pressively read iu the churches. 
It is a 
question weil worth asking, w hether the 
Catholic C liurch is not thus placed at a 
disadvantage bv a sect employing her d i­ 
vine offices to bettei advantage (as a prop­ 
aganda, we moan) than she does herself. 
It is most earnestly to lie desired that the 
church should properly identify herself 
and form a closer contact and union with 
the intellectual forces of the nation. 
It 
will require extraordinary efforts to bring 
about a proper understanding between 
these 
forces, overwhelmingly 
Protest­ 
ant, and the church. 
The 
executive 
and legislative branches of the Govern­ 
ment, the judiciary, the universities and 
colleges, the public-school 
system, the 
press and persons of distinction aud influ­ 
ence in all walks and professions, are, in 
the main, actively or negatively arrayed 
against the church. 
We m aintain that in 
English-speaking countries, and brought 
face to face with intelligent English­ 
speaking Protestants, the Catholic Church 
cannot successfully hold her own. still less 
draw, as she should, from the Protestant 
bodies, confronted as she is with the disad­ 
vantages of having another body or bodies 
using in their public worship tlie Roman 
ritual translated into English. Especially 
is this true when the body maiiilv in-tru- 
niental in doing this arrogates to itself the 
name of Catholic, adopts the externals of 
Catholicity, and by the sophistries of 
grave and learned champions presents to 
the unlearned or the credulous deceptive 
argum ents in favor of the tru th of its 
claims. 
To give the Catholic Church a 
proper standing in our age, a standing of 
acceptance to nineteenth-century intellect 
—w hether Protestant or Catholic—con­ 
tem plative processes of individual worship 
in the public services of the house of God 
must yield to prayers read in the vernacu­ 
lar in the full hearing of the congregation, 
to confessions of sin recited in common by 
the people, to ejaculations and songs of 
praise given and sung in the full voice of 
the assemblage.”

A night watchman who was employed to 
p ro tecta jewelry store in Denver against 
the ravages of thieves was neatly outw it­ 
ted by the notorious Billy Forrester some 
years before his death.

could tell when to reverse and when to 
turn the knob forward by placing his ear 
close to the door above the combination, 
and in this way could open the safe in a 
short time. 
By taking a wax impression 
of the keyhole he made a key for the front 
door. 
H aving previously located the safe 
in the store, he was now ready to begin. 
It was a cold, snowy, stormy night, about 
10 o’clock, and Korrtster walked up to the 
store with an air of ownership and un­ 
locked the door. 
H e carried a small sam­ 
ple case in his hand. 
Going in lie turned 
up the gas in the rear of the store and then 
shook down the stove. H e leisurely worked 
the combination to the safe, anil in less 
than half an hour he had before him 
thousands of dollars worth of costly jewels 
and watches. 
At this very interesting 
point tbe night watchman came in. 
“ Good evening,” said the cordial burg­ 
lar as he continued to remove valuables 
from the safe to his sample case.

“ I’m packing up my samples,” went on 
the thief suavely. “ Going out ou the road 
in the morning and thought I would get 
ready to-night.

S o m e t im e ago a movement was put on 
foot among the Hebrew congregations in 
this country to have Sunday observed as a 
day of worship and rest. With a view of 
ascertaining the opinions of the Jewish 
people on the question, the Jewish Tidings 
solicited votes from the members of the 
congregations, in the form of brief letters 
-on the subject. To this date the invita­ 
tion has been widely accepted, and a ma­ 
jority of the writers vote affirmatively. 
The strictly orthodox, as a rule, oppose 
the innovation. It must not be supposed 
that a change would mean departure Irom 
any material tenet of the Hebraic religion, 
as we understand it. 
It would be non­ 
fortuity with the ceremonial of the church, 
but could hardly be said to be apostasy. 
It certainly would not be violating any 
command to the church people to hold 
public worship on Sunday, nor prevent 
them from observing the Seventh day as 
they now do. 
Mr. Zucker, of Cleveland, 
holds that to have public worship in syna­ 
gogues on the Christian Sabbath would be 
to strike a blow at a vital part of the 
Jewish religion. 
We had thought that 
religion far more liberal; we had sup- 
jiosed that to open the church on any day 
of the week could do no possible harm to 
religion. 


T he National Mary Washington Asso­ 
ciation has incorporated, and is now in a 
position as a legal body to go on with the 
work of rescuing the grave of the mother 
of Washington from neglect, and to pro­ 
ceed with the scheme of erecting a monu­ 
ment to last for a thousand years, or more. 
The purpose of the association is to raise 
sufficient money, so that after the monu­ 
ment is erected and the grounds inclosed, 
there will be a fund left sufficiently large 
to insure, by its interest, the care of the 
grounds in jierpetuity. President H arri­ 
son, Chief Justice Fuller and Governor 
McKinney, of Virginia, are made Trus­ 
tees of the association and Directors, with 
the President as Chairman, Mrs. Margaret 
Hetzel as Secretary and E. F. Riggs as 
Treasurer. 
There is" a Board of Lady 
Managers, consisting of Mrs. Emory, Mrs. 
Lee, Mrs. Hetzel and Miss Davidge, with 
Mrs. Amelia C. W aite as President. Now 
that the association is in legal form, as 
required by the law, the good work of 
raising the needed funds should be ener­ 
getically pushed. 
It is a burning shame 
that the nation has so long neglected the 
historic spot where repose the remains 
of the mother of Washington. The monu­ 
ment that private philanthropy once be­ 
gan was but partially erected, its chief 
stones have fallen over, and the plat of 
ground is in such state of neglect that it is 
a reproach to the American people. 
It is 
eminently proper that the women of 
America should be the movers in the 
effort to correct this state of affairs, and to 
rescue the burial place from its present 
condition. 
It is understood that branch 
associations will be formed in the several 
States. 
If so, the women of California 
-will assuredly be found prompt to respond 
to the call of the parent institution.

8he complains that the 
telegraph company neglected to deliver a 
message until seventeen hours after its re­ 
ceipt, and in consequence she was kept 
from the bedside of her dying mother. 


Unbiased people will fail t* see any dis­ 
tinction between a lewd and-demoralizing 
paper and lewd and forbidden book. The 
latter «re under the ban of the law in 
every State of tke American Union, and 
no man entertains the thought of seeking 
the repeal of -such statutes. Georgia for 
now three years has successfully defended 
her-statute that excludes from exposure 
and sale the vicious order of sheets, that 
flaunt their nudity and illustration of 
crime and amour in the face of all people 
from the door-posts of thousands of news­ 
stands in all the States except Georgia. 
The bill of Mr. Sweeney in the lower 
House of Congress to exclude such sheets 
from the privileges of the United Slates 
mail is, therefore, one to be commended. 
The Sweeney bill does not trench upon 
the personal liberty of the citizen, since 
personal liberty gives no license to anyone 
to corrupt the morals, debauch the tastes 
and wreck the lives of children. The only 
apparent difficulty in the matter of the 
bill is in the fact that it necessitates a sort 
of censorship. 
Censorship in itself is dan 
gerous, since it may be exceedingly diffi 
cult to draw the line at which it shall stop, 
Tl-e very idea of a censor in a free country 
is repugnant. 
Yet here is a great evil 
that it is admitted on all hands is one that 
should be put an end to. 
Fortunately, 
however, for decent publishers, there is 
escape Irom this dilemma of rigid censor 
ship, consistent with the exclusion of the 
disreputable sheets from the mails, and 
that is through the Courts. 
If the officials 
of the Postal Department err in the slight­ 
est, the judgment of Courts and juries can 
be invoked, and thus an arbitrary censor­ 
ship be avoided. Moreover, in the thou 
sands of Postmasters we have thousands of 
officials whose duty it will be to enforce 
the exclusion, and therefore there cannot 
be simply one judgment that will be in­ 
vested with a dangerous power. 
It is the commonest thing of the hour 
for these vicious sheets to be mailed to 
youths of both sexes and to be delivered 
in the household, despite the watchful­ 
ness of parents and guardians. Any day 
crowds of children, youths and men, can 
be seen gathered about the bulletin boards 
of news stands where the sole attraction is 
the display of the vulgar and indecent 
publications. 
Half nudity, worse than 
full exposure, scenes of vice and crime, 
views of events that are too disreputable 
to lie even spoken of between self-rejpect- 
ing people, accounts of amours, escapades, 
lewd doings and shameless revels, fill the 
pages of these sheets, and as a matte r of 
course demoralize the taste, corrupt the 
thought and bestialize all plastic minds 
coming in contact with them. 
The people have never complained of 
the postal officials’ judgment in determin­ 
ing what are lewd and vicious books and 
circulars for exclusion from the mails; 
it is unlikely that they will do so as re­ 
gards the judgment that is exercised 
in excluding vicious papers. 
The dis­ 
tinction between the volumes that are not 
to be named, and which it is a crime 
under all State laws to print or have in 
possession, and the lewd sheets that are 
issued weekly and are even worse than 
the proscribed books, is simply the distinc­ 
tion between a sheet of paper folded to 
octavo page form and stitched and hound, 
and one that is folded to quarto form and 
issued unbound. That one class of immoral 
publications should be excluded from the 
mails, and the other admitted, is rank in­ 
justice. We should not complain that youth 
goes astray, that female virtue is consid­ 
ered only a thing to be debauched, that 
the 
estimate of cleanliness is elimi­ 
nated from the youthful mind, that boys 
come to consider crime manliness and 
criminal adventure heroism, that the in­ 
flamed passions of youth lead tens of thou­ 
sands astray who, but for vicious literature, 
would be susceptible to gentle humanizing 
influences, so long as we permit the class 
of sheets referred to to pour their poison 
into the minds of youths, and to debauch 
the taste and break down the respect for 
virtue and the laws. 
We may provide 
rigid statutes for the punishment of crime 
and the restraint of the vicious, at will, but 
so long as we fail to remove causes such as 
those mentioned, our case will be analog­ 
ous to that in Banyan’s allegory, when 
one stood in front of a raging fire, pouring 
on water, but the flames raged the more. 
Presently Greatheart took Christian aside 
and pointed out that the sweating man in 
front labored in vain, so long as the evil 
one 
stood 
behind the fire-place 
and 
secretly poured in oil to feed the flame.

“Jenness-Miller and her bifurcated skirts 
and riding habits are the talk of the land 
just now, and I have no doubt they will in 
the course of time be universally adopted 
b> our .adies. said a lady, who to some 
extent leads in Sacramento societv, the 
other day. 
“A great many people think this cos­ 
tume, particularly the riding habit, is some­ 
thing new,” she continued, ‘ bat I can 
assure them that it is not. The fashion 
prevails among the women of the Hawaiian 
Islands, and has beea adopted by most of 
the foreign ladies residing there. I lived 
there three years, and I can assure you that 
I never enjoyed anything better than riding 
horseback ’man-fashiou’ iu the habit ofthe 
country. The native women are quite as 
much at home on a horse's back as are 
their male friends, riding, as they do. in the 
same manner. The habit’ is simply a 
piece of gorgeously colored or printed cal­ 
ico about six yards long and one yard wide. 
When a Hawaiian belle is going but riding, 
the skirt of her ’laloku,’ or gown, is partly 
drawn up and lucked about the limbs. 
Then the piece of cloth mentioned is wound 
about the waist and then down around the 
limbs, so as to leave long flowiDg ends. 
When in the saddle this wrapping effectu­ 
ally covers the limbs from the'waist to the 
feet, with the free ends streaming at either 
side like banners. A woman does not 
know the pleasure of horseback riding 
until she rides in this fashion. I believe 
with Jenness-Miller that there is only one 
proper and healthful way to ride. The side­ 
saddle is injurious and should be done 
away with.”

An extraordinary feat in telephoning 
was recently accomplished between St.

The Russian engineers propose to con­ 
verse by telephone over a distance of 4,665 
miles. 


George E. Smith, a well-known resident 
of Alameda, was in 
Sacramento last 
week attending the races. 
Mr. Smith 
only recently returned from a trip to the 
Gilbert Islands, where he went in the in­ 
terest of a large San Francisco commission 
house, but did not stay loDg, preferring 
civilization. A reporter was fortunate in 
meeting Mr. Smith going out on the cars 
Thursday, and learned something of in­ 
terest regarding those distant isles. 
“The Gilbert Islands are in the Pacific 
Ocean, almost 4,200 miles due west from San 
Francisco,” said Mr. Smith, “and as one 
has to go there in a sailing vessel, you can 
imagine what a long, tiresome voyage it is. 
From there come most of the cocoanuts 
used in the western markets. The island 
I stopped at is called Butaritari, and has a 
population of nearly a thousand. The 
island is nowhere more than three feet 
above the level of the sea—think of that, 
now—and is a solid coral reef. It is dense­ 
ly covered with cocoannt trees, to the ex­ 
clusion of most all other vegetables. The 
collection of cocoanuts for exportation is 
the sole industry of this island. The co- 
coanut is also the principal food of the 
islanders, together with fish. I don’t think 
the natives ever tasted fresh meat, unless 
it was by their cannibalistic ancestors. 
They are a lazy, good-for-nothing race, and 
the few whites wfio have settled there have 
become just as bad. I didn’t visit the 
other islands, but I am told that they are 
all about alike. I don’t think I would 
care much about taking up my residence 
there.” 


There is one very prominent member of 
tbe Order of Native Sons of the Golden 
West, Past Grand Lecturer L. C. Branch, 
who is goiDg to have a hard time squaring 
himself with the Order, as well as with 
those of his friends who have at all times 
taken a_ lively interest in pushing Mr. 
Branch forward as the brainiest man, and 
most learned in California history, in the 
Order. 
It happened thusly : 
A distinguished party of Grand Officers 
of the Native Sons, including Mr. Branch, 
had just returned from Coloma, where they 
had attended the unveiling of the Marshall 
monument. Most of the party were des­ 
tined for 8an Francisco, and as they had a 
couple of hours to spare before train time, 
Past Grand President Decker suggested that 
they board a street car acd take a spin 
around town. The car was crowded, but 
room was made for the distinguished party. 
Several Sacramento Natives, who happened 
to be aboard, doffed their hats to the high 
muck-a-mucks, and the latter looked very 
dignified. 
PaatJ President Decker condescended to 
inform one of the lowly Sacramento mem­ 
bers that “the unveiliDg was a grand suc­ 
cess, ’ and that the statue was a wonderful 
likeness of “old Jim Marshall.” 
“Oh, you knew him, did you?” ventured 
the lowly Sacramentan. 
“Oh, yes, knew him well,” was Mr. 
Decker s reply. “Most all of our party knew 
him." 
Mr. Branch nodded affirmativelv and 
looked very wise. 
Mr. Decker then proceed to give some 
interesting reminiscences of the old gold 
finder. Everybody laughed when he told 
of an instance when “old Jim ” was taken 
the rounds in San Francisco, on which oc­ 
casion his friends had to bnv at least a 
dozen clean white shirts a day for him, ow­ 
ing to his persistence in spitting tobacco- 
juice on their bosoms. 
Past President Dora then told something 
that he remembered about "old Jim ,” and 
so did Senator Jones of Butte. 
Then it was Grand Lecturer Branch’s 
turn. 
“By the way, Jones,” he began, “where 
is old Jim now. The last time I saw him 
was in Ptacei ville, and he told me—” 
Mr. Branch happened to glance at the 
conatenances of Decker and Jones and his 
voice died away on the summer zephyr 
that playfully danced through the car 
windows. The lowly Sacramentan grinned 
like an idiot, and a young lady who sat op­ 
posite Mr. Branch giggled audibly. Mr. 
Branch couldn’t understand it at all, but, 
fortunately, didn't say so. 
Mr. Jones, when he thought nobody was 
looking, grabbed the Grand Lecturer bv 
the ear and hissed : “Keep yonr month 
shat, confound yon—Marshall is dead— 
every jay in the country knows that 1” 


Speaking of the Marshall monument, it 
is not generally known, even by the 
Native Sons, that the procuring of this 
monument was the result of a Native Son 
movement. At the 1886 session of tbe 
Grand Parlor, which was held at Wood­ 
land, a resolution emanating from the 
Placerville Parlor was presented hv the 
delegates from that Parlor, asking that the 
T nniclaliifn r n nr mil' lail in frsw a mnnM.

THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


A SACRAMENTO MAN’S ACCOUNT OF A 
FAMOUS DUEL. 


I* st Hours of the Legislature-Note From 
a Veteran—The Indian Massacre 
on Carson River. 


of this city, was m arried in San Francisco 
to Mary V. Hawe. 


The following account of the famous duel 
betw een Colonel Jim Bowie and a Louisian­ 
ian, the m ost noted encounter on record, 
was furnished the press by a Mississippian 
residing in Sacram ento in 1860. The duel 
was fought away back in 1828, and had been 
alm ost forgotten. Knowing that Bowie 
was a desperate m an, about tw enty friends 
of the challenger accompanied the latter to 
Katchez to see fair play, and all parties 
w ent upon the field. The com batants took 
th eir places in the center. 
Behold the fol­ 
low ing 
battle 
array: 
Tw enty 
armed 
Louisianians behind their cham pion and 
his seconds and surgeon, and opposite them 
and behind Bowie tw enty arm ed Missis- 
Bippians. 
T he hights of Natchez weje 
thronged w ith spectators, and a steam er in 
the river rounded to, its decks black with 
passengers, who watched the scene with 
deep interest. 
T he plan was to exchange shots twice 
w ith pistols, and to close w ith knives, 
Bowie being armed with his own terrible 
weapon, the “Bowie-knife.” At the first 
fire both parties escaped. A t the second 
the Louisianian was too quick and took 
advantage of Bowie, w hoaw aitedthe word. 
A t this Bowie’s second cried “Foul p la y !” 
and shot the Louisianian. The letter's 
second instantly killed the slayer, and 
Bowie in turn drove his knife into this 
m an. The surgeons now crossed blades, 
w hile with loud 
battle cries the two 
parties 
behind 
the 
principals 
came 
together, 
and 
in 
a 
m om ent 
the 
whole 
num ber 
were 
engaged 
in 
deadly combat. The scene was a fearful 
one, and sent a thrill of horror through the 
spectators at a distance. Dirks, pistols and 
knives were used with terrible effect until 
one party drove the other from the field. 
The narrator of the story could not say 
how m any were killed, but the slaughter 
was dreadful. Bowie fought like a lion, 
but fell covered with wounds. H e lingered 
for several m onths, when death put an end 
to his sufferings. 
W illiam Johnson, late Sergeant of 
Company C, U. S. Infantry, writes to the 
S un d a y U nio n as follows from the Veter­ 
ans’ H om e in Napa : “ If it is not too much 
trouble, as you are giving the accounts of 
thirty years ago, would you give the ac­ 
count of that great m arch made by the 
Sixth U. S. Infantry in the fall of 1858? I 
believe it was in November or December 
that we camped on the other side of the 
river from your city, w ith Colonel Andren 
and Colonel Hoffman. I was a non-com­ 
m issioned officer. The city of Sacramento 
gave us a great reception. W e came trom 
the Salt Lake expedition, also from Leaven­ 
w orth Barracks. It was a great m arch 
across the plains. I am suffering badly 
from heart trouble. Most of the boys are 
dead, having been killed at the battle of 
Gaines’ Mill. Of the few that are still alive 
only two are here.

The Speaker then appointed Gilbert A.

For two hours great sport was had 
over the resolutions and bills presented, 
and at the close Speaker Coffroth was pre­ 
sented, in a flowery speech by W ilkins of 
Sonoma, with a m am m oth watch. The 
case was a blscking-box, and the dial was 
artistically drawn on a piece of white blot­ 
ting paper. The session expired in a blaze 
of glory. 
A desperate character nam ed W il­ 
son Wisdom committed suicide in his cabin 
near Dutch F lat one day. H e had robbed 
the sluices of a m iner named P. D. Drum m 
on the preceding night, and W illiam C. 
Richm ond went to his cabin and accused 
him of it. 
Wilson assaulted Richm ond

ram ento on the 7th of May brought the 
particulars of the Heenan-Sayers fight in 
England. Thirty-nine rounds were fought, 
and as it looked as thongh it would be the 
last in which Sayers could stand ud before 
the herculean California blacksmith, the 
crowd broke into the ring and saved the 
Englishm an by rescuing him . The fight 
was declared a draw. 
It was about the same then as now. 
T he U nio n of those days rem arked: 
"So 
far as our personal observation goes, there 
was more interest manifested on Monday 
in the news about the Heenan and Sayers 
fight than in relation to the nom ination of 
s candidate for President of the United 
States.”

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


Matters lik e ly to be Considered When 
the Convention Meets. 
A t the seesion of the River Convention, 
soon to be called in this city, it is proposed 
to take the necessary steps to fram e a law 
looking to the perm anent control by a 
State Commission of the Sacram ento river 
and its tributaries. 
"The delegation that w ent to W ashington 
to get Government aid for the river learned 
that any perm anent and systematic plan of 
controlling the river m ust be arranged and 
carried out by the State,” rem arked a gen­ 
tlem an who was a delegate from San F ran­ 
cisco at the last session of the convention, 
to a Bulletin reporter. 
“Foi a reason that 
shrewd observers m ay readily judge, Gov­ 
ernm ent engineers are not enthusiastic over 
m aintaining navigation on the Sacramento, 
and for the same reason the sentim ent of 
our delegation in Congress is divided on 
this subject. 
"The appropriation now before Congress 
in the river and harbor bill provides only 
$30,000 for the Sacramento and $75,000 for 
the San Joaquin. The delegation tbat 
went from here to W ashington saw that 
the plan to have a Government Commission 
to control the river, as the Mississippi is 
controlled, could not be carried oat. The 
fact is, and figures show it, that the Gov­ 
ernm ent thus far has spent only about $1 
on the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers 
to every $20 expended by the State and in­ 
dividuals together. 
“I think general sentim ent should favor 
a tax on lands benefited for the purpose of 
(¡ontrolling the Sacramento. The Commis­ 
sion should be chosen by the counties in­ 
terested, and not appointed by the Gov­ 
ernor. A systematic levee system should 
be perfected, extending through the eleven 
counties concerned. This system should 
consider (1) fiood-carrying channels and (2) 
navigable channels. 
“The idea to be upperm ost in all this 
should be, ‘We have an enemy—how may 
we best control him and make him useful?’ 
It should be the duty of the coming Con­ 
vention to appoint a committee to draft a 
law to be presented to the next Legislatnre. 
Much thought should be devoted to its 
formulation. The average legislator should 
not be trusted to arrange it. The systematic 
devotion of every dime secured by such a 
law to the accomplishment of fixed results 
will assure much better w ork than all that 
has been done by the Government in the 
past.” 


YESTERDAY’S ELECTRIC STORM. 


H a il an d R ain D escen d in S h eets—T h u n ­ 
d er an d L igh tn in g. 
A bout 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon the 
sky became suddenly obscured by black, 
threatening clouds, w hile a peculiar and 
om inous calm pervaded the atmosphere for 
some tim e. 
Everybody realized that a 
storm was brewing, and about half-past 2 
o’clock the clouds directly over the city 
seemed to burst, for a heavy rainfall set in, 
which soon turned to hail. The storm 
lasted for about a half-hour, during which 
there were frequent sharp flashes of light­ 
ning and terrific peals of thunder. Some of 
the hail-stones that fell were gathered by a 
druggist and weighed, the average being 
nine grains. The stom a were of uniform 
size and shape, and abont as large as peas. 
The storm seemed to come from the 
southwest, and passed in the direction of 
the Sierra Nevada, where it was veiy se­ 
vere. In this city the precipitation was .20 
of an inch. The tem perature fell during 
the passage of the hail-storm from 60° to 
48°, and rose to 50° at 3 p. m. when the 
storm ceased. 
The barometer at 5 o'clock last evening 
was rising, and stood at 29 90 inches here 
and at Red Bluff. 
It is feared that the hail-storm has had a 
disastrous effect on fruit trees, judging 
from the havoc done in the city gardens by 
knocking off the young fruit. 
A t 8 o’clock last evening another black 
pall spread rapidly over the sky, until the 
latter was completely obscured, and shortly 
afterward rain commenced to fall.

m idnight it was still coming down, but not 
heavily. 


RODDY AND MAHONEY. 


T h ey S u cceed in G ettin g O ut o f a S tate 
P riso n C ase. 
The exam ination of Tom Roddy and his 
companion, Mahoney, came off in the 
Police Court yesterday, the charge being 
that of robbery, preferred by John Shan­ 
non. The latter swore that the defendants 
grabbed him as he was stepping out of a 
saloon on Sixth street about three weeks 
ago, and after running him up the alley 
quite a distance knocked him down and 
robbed him of his gold watch and chain 
and about $15 in money. H e positively 
identified the defendants as being his as­ 
sailants. The affair occurred about m id­ 
night. 
Jud C. Brusie appeared as connsel for 
the prisoners and Shannon was subjected 
to a cross-examination which lasted about 
an hour. Testimony was afterward intro­ 
duced on the part of the defense tending to 
show that the prisoners were at other 
places at the time of the assault on Shan­ 
non. 
Judge Buckley discharged the defend­ 
ants, the City Attorney agreeing that the 
testimony on the part of the prosecution 
was not strong enough to w arrant the 
holding ot the men.

It is now m any weeks since the Sacra­ 
m ento Postoffice appropriation bill passed 
both Houses of Congress, and considerable 
uneasiness has been felt by citizens at the 
delay in the approval of the bill and the 
commencement of work on the bnilding. 
The cause is explained by a dispatch from 
W ashington, printed this morning, which 
stated that the Senate yesterday concurred 
in the House am endm ent to the bill. The 
am endm ent sim ply was to strike oat the 
appropriation clause in the bili. 
It will 
now go to the President for his approval. 
As the bill passed the Senate, it directly 
appropriated $300,000 for the bnilding. but 
Mr. McKenna found that the only way in 
which to get the bill up before the House 
and pass it was to consent to having the 
appropriation clause stricken out, which 
sent the measure back to the Senate. The 
bill, however, provides that the cost shall 
be limited to that sum, wnich is practically 
the same thing. This course was safe 
enough, as the sum of $150,000 had already 
been appropriated and is now available, 
less the am ount of the cost of the site. 
The bill will now be signed, and there 
seems to be no reason why work should 
not soon be commenced on the building. 


B ird s B e w ild er ed by th e Storm .

IT WAS SUICIDE. 


T h e C o ro n er’s J u ry So F in d s in th e C ase 
o f M rs. T a lla s. 
An inquest was held at the Morgue last 
evening in the case of Mrs. Margaret Val­ 
ias, who died under peculiar circumstances 
last Thursday night. 
Deputy Coroner 
George H . Clark conducted the proceed­ 
ings. 
Dr. Charles Mealand was the first w it­ 
ness called. "On Thursday afternoon,” he 
said, “a gentleman came to m y house hur- 
riediy and told me that a woman had 
taken poison and he wanted me to come 
aüd see her. 
I went with him, and on the 
way he gave me a bottle which contained 
carbolic acid. 
He said he had taken it 
from her. 
H e took me to a barn where 
Mrs. Valias was lying apparently dead. 
On close examination, however, Í fouDd 
that she was still breathing. I judged from 
the beginning that the case was hopeless, 
but used such remedies as were proper, and 
worked 
with the woman until after 7 
o’clock. 
I then suggested to some ladies 
who were there, that she be taken to some 
house, but no one seemed willing to take 
her. Someone told me tbat the woman 
had a room. I said it would be the proper 
place for her. 
We took her there, but a 
man and woman met us at the door and 
refused to adm it us. I then sent for an 
express wagon and had her conveyed to the 
Receiving Hospital. 8he m ust have taken 
the poison some tim e before I got there. 
I 
found another empty bottle in the bam, 
but do not know what it had contained.” 
Francis M. Burgoon, a laborer, who lives 
at Sixth and T, testified that he knew Mrs. 
Valias for five years previous to her death. 
“On Thursday afternoon Mrs. Valias’ daugh­ 
ter came to m y house and asked for her 
m other. I told her I didn’t know where 
she was. She then went away, but came 
back soon afterward crying. She said her 
m other was dead over in the barn. 
1 ran 
over to the barn and fonnd Mrs. Valias in 
the manger, with a sm all bottle in her 
right hand. She looked as if she was dead. 
She held the bottle between the first and 
second fingers. I then went for a doctor, 
and got Dr. Mealand. 
I gave him the bot­ 
tle.” 
“ W hy did Mrs. Valias’ daughter come to 
your house for her m other ?" asked Deputy 
Clark. 
Burgoon replied that he supposed it was 
because Mrs. Vallas was in the habit of vis­ 
iting his folks frequently. She had been at 
his house Thursday morning, but said 
nothing about comm itting suicide. 
On 
other occasions, however, she had fre­ 
quently wished she were dead. 
“ When I 
returned to the barn with the doctor,” said 
the witness, “the daughter was gone, and I 
did not see her again.” 
Georgia Hendricks, the daughter of the 
deceased was then sworn. She said : “ On 
Wednesday I was at Mrs. Shad’s house. 
My m other came there and told me that 
she was unwell, I went to Dr. Tyrrell and 
toid him how my m other felt. 
He gave 
me a prescription and I had it filled. I 
took it back to Mrs. Shad’s, and m other 
and I remained there all the afternoon. 
W hen I left she told me to come to Shad’s 
and see her the next day. She was not 
there when I called the next day, and I 
went in search of her. After calling at 
several neighbors, I finally went to the 
bara, aDd there I found her, as I thought, 
dead. I then ran to Mr. Burgoon’s and 
told him . H e went over to the barn and 
I went to Mrs. Shad’s.” 
"Did yon ever get any carbolic acid or 
any other poison for your m other?” asked 
Mr. Clark. 
“No, sir, I never did." was the young 
lady’s reply. She added that she had 
never seen any

F E A R F U L STO RM . 


A "Tornado iu O h io W reck* M any B u ild ­ 
in g s—Lues o f L ite. 


C l e v e l a n d , May 10th.— The Leaders 
Akron, Ohio, special says: At 5:30 this 
eveniDg we are in tbe midst of a most ter­ 
rible cloud-burst. This city was struck by 
the worst tornado ever known hereabouts. 
The storm struck the sonth part of the city 
and tore through tbe Fifth, Fourth and 
Second Wards, doing damage which can­ 
not be estimated at this writing, bat fully 
one hundred buildings are completely de­ 
molished, and hundreds of others are badly 
damaged. 
The house of Dominick Greader was un­ 
roofed, and Mrs. Greader was slightly in­ 
jured. Passing along Brown, Kline and 
Wheeler streets a dozen or more houses 
were more or less damaged, some being 
moved bodily from their foundations and 
others completely wrecked. 
The wind struck 
Gebbart Herman’s 
house ae the family, consisting of nine per­ 
sons, had just sat down to supper, and the 
house was badly wrecked. Ail tbe occu­ 
pants were more or less braised. Herman 
was pinned down in the debris, and only 
the energy of desperation, when he saw 
the fire near him, enabled him to extricate 
himself. Recovering, he found his little 
girl burning by the overturned stove, and 
before the flames could be extinguished she 
was frightfully burned abont the back and 
limbs. 
The hurricane then struck the Burk- 
hardt Brewery squarely, wrecking it ut­ 
terly. 
O. C. Baker’s grocery was torn to pieces. 
His wife and daughters were in the build­ 
ing, but escaped to the cellar and were 
saved. Baker is missing, and it is feared 
he is dead in the ruins. 
E. S. Harrington’s house was crushed in 
upon his four children, but luckily all 
escaped. 
Mr. Irish is probably fatally injured, as a 
heavy timber of bis house fell upon him. 
The extent of the tornado is at this time 
unexplored, and the damage in dollars can­ 
not be stated. It is, however, large and 
falls on laborers, whoee all is in their 
homes. All the descriptions of the storm 
show that it was rotary in its motion by 
the skewing of the buildings it struck and 
the twisting off of big trees in its path. 
The track was between fifty and 150 feet 
wide.

Carpenters’ Association, which refused to 
take part in the arbitration proceedings 
with the striking carpenters, is making a 
strong fight to secure men. It is form­ 
ing a union of non-union men in opposi­ 
tion to the regalar union, and has agents 
at various points in this country and Can­ 
ada endeavoring to get men. 
The Carpenters’ Council has Becured the 
presence here of a Government agent to 
look out for Canadian carpenters imported 
under contract, and have pickets out watch­ 
ing all contracts in the hands of all the 
associations. 
The new bosses’ association is receiving 
daily accessions to its ranks and nearly all 
the anion carpenters are at work. 
The old Masters’ Association is making a 
strong fight on the new bosses, having 
made arrangements with dealers in lumber 
aDd other supplies, by which the new 
bosses cannot secure material except for 
cash, while the old masters get thirty to 
sixty days’ time. This will cripple many 
of the small bosses seriously. 
The old association has also decided to 
bid for all contracta in competition with 
the new bosses at prices which will allow 
little or no profit. 
The Union carpenters will rely chiefly 
upon their ability to call out other build­ 
ing trades from jobs where non-Union men 
are employed, and upon keeping the car­ 
penters from accepting service under the 
old bosses. In view of all these thiDgs, it 
would seem that the eight-hour fight is 
only just begun in this city.

N e w Y o r k , May 10th—A special from 
Washington says that the statement has 
been made during the last two or three 
days that a corner in silver has been con­ 
summated in New York. 
This uncertainty with regard to silver 
legislation has helped the manipulators 
greatly. The Government is now com­ 
pelled to bring silver from England. 
Tbe amount of silver held by New 
Yorkers is estimated by some at $40*000,000 
in bullion and certificates, but conservative 
accounts place the total bullion at $4,000,­ 
000. 
While these figures would cover the bul 
lion, it may be increased several millions 
by silver certificates. It is a f a c t that tbe 
Government has been compelled to bay 
silver in London, and to complete the deal 
the New York people have been keeping 
even with the Government in purchases 
abroad. 
They have for the most part covered the 
market in London. It is also a fact that 
the silver offered by the Government at the 
assay office in New York has been at a 
premium. 
Director of the Mint Leach this morning 
did not deny the rumors of the corner, but 
said that no silver was ever offered tbe 
Government in New York; that it had 
bought bullion in London and was storing 
it in the assay office at New York. It is 
also storing what silver it had in the West 
and issuing certificates.

IN THE SENATE. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 10th.—Dawes presented a 
petition from delegates from Indian Territory 
protesting agaiust any more railroads being 
granted a rignt of way through their Indian res­ 
ervations, as already enough grants had been 
given to supply the demands ot business. 
Allen, from the Committee on Public Lands, 
reported lavorably the bill granting the State of 
Washington a section of land for use for a Sol­ 
diers' Home and for m ilitia purposes. 
On motion of Spooner, the Senate concurred 
in the House amendment to tbe Sacramento 
public building bill. The amendment simple 
was to strike out the appropriation clause in the 
bill. It will now go to tbe President for his ap­ 
proval. 
Hale called np ami the Senate passed the 
special deficiency bill for contingent expenses 
of the House. 
The bill for the transfer of the Kish Commis­ 
sion to the Department of Agriculture was re­ 
ported back from the Agriculture Committee 
and referred to the Committee on Fish and 
Fisheries. 
The army appropriation bill then came up, 
and a vote was taken on Cockrell's amendment 
to abolish the sale of all alcoholic liquors in 
the army by canteens or posts. The amend­ 
ment was rejected by 16 ayes to 2S noes. 
A vote was then taken on Hale's amendment 
to abolish the sale of alcoholic liquors, beer or 
wine in the army. 
The amendment 
was 
adopted by 30 ayes to 13 noes. 
Butler suggested that soothing svrup, nursing 
bottles and wet nurses be authorized tor the sol­ 
diers. 
The bill was then passed. 
A letter was received from the Acting Secre­ 
tary ot the Treasury transmitting the informa­ 
tion called for respecting the transfer of the 
revenue cutter service to the navy: also a letter 
from the same official transmitting tbe corre­ 
spondence. etc., relative to the claim ot Califor­ 
nia against the United States. 
At 1:30 o’clock the calendar was taken up and 
numerous bills to which there was no objection 
were passed. 
Following bills were introduced: 
By Cameron—Providing all Navy Medical Di­ 
rectors, irrespective of grade held by them at 
the time of retirement, with the relative rank 
of Commodore, at tbe age of sixty years, shall 
receive the same rate of pay that is provided by 
law for Medical Directors retired from the active 
army list. 
By Sherman—Granting a special pension to 
soldiers and sailors who were on the steamboat 
Sullivan when she exploded, April 27, 1885. 
By Quay—Amendment to the Interstate Com­ 
merce Act, providing that nothing in the Act 
shall be construed to prevent common carriers 
from giving reduced rate6 of transportation to 
commercial travelers and a permit to carry a 
weight of sample baggage in excess of the ordi­ 
nary travelers. 
By Ingalls—A bill providing that 81 per month 
shall be the lowest pension for disability to sur­ 
vivors of the war of rebellion. 
’ 
Frye introduced a bill providing that when a 
crew is shipped by a Shipping Commissioner 
for any American vessel in the coastwise trade, 
or trade between the United States and the Do­ 
minion of Canada, Newfoundland, the West In­ 
dies or Mexico, as authorized by Section 2, 
Chapter 121 of the law passed by the Forty-ninth 
Congress, an agreement shall be made with 
each seaman engaged in the same manner as 
provided by Sections 4.511 and 4,512 of the Re­ 
vised Btatntes for the shipment of the crews of 
other vessels. 
!N THE HOUSE. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 10th.—The House met at 11 
o’clock and went into Committee of the Whole 
on the tariff bill. 
Lanham of Texas made a short speech, and 
was followed by Barnes of Georgia, who spoke 
six minutes. 
McAdoo of New Jersey took the floor and 
spoke in opposition to the bill. 
Lafollettc made a lengthy argument from the 
protective tariff standpoint. 
He was followed by Springer of Illinois, who 
spoke for an hour. 
He ridiculed the silk 
bounty. 
Dingley of Maine followed Springer and de­ 
voted his remarks principally to the discussion 
of the proposed tarifl' on manufactured woolen 
goods. 
The following bills were introduced this 
morning:

Wheeler’s bill t< a aend Section 4,136 of the 
Revised Statutes, an 1 to provide for the registry 
of wrecked vessels,

Farquhar’s bill prov'ding for marking vessels’ 
names at tbe bow ax C -he stern; also, his bill to 
limit and govern the cnanging of names of ves­ 
sels. 
At the evening session of the House the tariff 
debate was continued. Walker of Massachu­ 
setts, Grosveroor and Hayes of Iowa, Bliss ot 
Michigan, and Wade and Henderson of Iowa, 
favored the McKinley bill, while Chipman of 
Michigan, McRae of Arkansas, and Mausure of 
Missouri criticised the measure. 
Henderson was opposed to free hides. He was 
not in favor of a reduction of the tax on to­ 
bacco. The United States was not ripe for that 
legislation. He attacked the beef trust of Chi­ 
cago, and declared that the hand that struck 
down its despotism could lift up the agricult­ 
ural interests of the country.

The dealers say the bug 
won’t live in California, but the orange- 
growers don't believe that story. Los An­ 
geles has refused to allow infected trees 
to go into the county and the dealers will 
test the law. 
A telegram was received at the Treasury 
Department yesterday from the Chinese 
Inspector at Nogales, A. T., stating that 
thirty Chinese laborers were there endeavor­ 
ing to enter the United States. He was in­ 
structed to call on the Federal authorities 
and customs officers there and prevent 
them from entering by force.

S a n 
F r a n c isc o , May 10th. — Advices 
received to-Dight from Australia and New 
Zealand by the steamer Zealandia state 
that the most extensive flood ever known 
in Australia occurred on the 18th nit. by 
the levee breaking near Sydney at Borde. 
It was from the floods in the river Darling 
which had been menacing the country, 
and then with the overflow for a week be­ 
fore the embankment broke. At Horde 
the water is up to a man’s waist and the 
buildings are crumbling. 
The men worked night and day to save 
the levee after the first break, and they 
may be able to prevent farther ruptures. 
No loss of life is reported, but the loss of 
property will amount to thousands of 
pounds. At Whengarai the floods have 
abated enongh to allow traveling by wad­ 
ing.

P a r i s , May 10th.—A meek, inoffensive- 
looking man ot middle age, at the Paris 
Assizes, was tried and condemned to death 
for a double crime almost unparalleled in 
ntroeiuus savagery. The monster is Jean 
Vodable, a Parts carter. 
Vodable used to 
live with a scavenger, Pauline Maltilatre, 
who alter three years’ experience wearied 
of her lover's brutal treatment and showed 
him the door. 
Breathing threats of ven­ 
geance, Vodable went away and remained 
absent a montii. 
On the moiliing of November 30:h Mme. 
Malrilntre found Vodable in her apartment. 
He urged her to lesume me:r former rela­ 
tions, m ipnas zixg bis entreaty by sbowiug 
a rope, with wtncu he said he would hang 
hitnself in case of her retu-ul. 
Mme. Mi.- 
filatre compromised matters by agreeing to 
spend the day with Vodablel She had a 
daughter, Alexandrine, twelve years old. 
whom she supposed to he at ’school as 
U 9tial. At luncheon time the mother grew 
anxious, but Vodable quieted her by s iving 
that he had given Alexandrine three sous 
to get her rueal at ecnool. 
Tne afternoon was passed by Vodable 
and Mme. Maliilatre in quaffing" botiles of 
wine. As twilight gathered and Alexan­ 
drine still did not return, her mother’s 
anxiety revived. Accompanied by Voda­ 
ble. she went to the school, where she 
learned that Alexandrine had not attended. 
Thence she went to the police station. In­ 
quiry was set on foot, but nothing could 
be learned oí the missing child. Finally, 
tired and disconsolate,"Mme. Malfilatre 
went home, still in company with Voda­ 
ble, who passed the night at her house. 
Vodable took his leave early in the morn­ 
ing, and Mme. Malfilatre set’about tidying 
the room. Whiie thus engaged she noticed 
a bit of red cloth peeping out from under 
the bed. The woman staggered back in 
terrible fear. Then she stooped down and 
pulled the cloth toward her. It was her 
child’s dress. Alexandrine was found at 
last. A shriek rang through the house, 
and when the alarmed neighbors entered 
the room they found the mother lying in­ 
sensible upon the corpse of her child. 
A medical examination showed that a 
brutal assault had been committed upon 
the girl, and suspicion was at once directed 
to Vodable, who, after keeping the police 
at bay for a couple of days, gave himself 
up of his own accord, confessing that he 
was guilty of the crime of murder. His 
counsel at the opening of the trial begged 
for a remand in order that Vodable might 
undergo a medical examination. This was 
refused by the presiding Judge, who forth­ 
with began his cross-questioning. 
Vodable answered composedly, almost 
carelessly, and kept looking around the 
packed Conrt-room as if he were a spec­ 
tator, and the persons present were there 
for his amusement. Vodable had suffered 
several condemnations for wounding with 
a knife or a revolver women with whom 
he had lived. He lightly acknowledged 
that he had shot one woman and stabbed 
another in moments of exasperation. He 
strenuously maintained that be had been 
an industrious and temperate workman 
adding, “I was a great fool -¡ bear with her 
as long as I did.” 
The Judge asked the prisoner to relate 
the details of the murder. “Well,” said 
Vodable, “I found Alexandrine getting 
ready to go to school and asked her about 
tbe visits paids to her mother. She said that 
she could tell me nothing, as it was not 
her business. I said: ‘If you don’t tell me 
I’ll wring your neck.’ I took her and wrung 
her neck.” 
A shudder ran through the audience. 
Vodable had told the tale without a tremor 
in his voice, leaning unconcernedly over 
the rail of the dock. When the silenc 
broken by the murmur of loathing fro 
the public had been restored he resumei 
without waiting for the Judge. 
"Then I pushed her uuder the bed, an 
as she moved a bit I took a stick and 
pushed her farther under.” 
Vodable’s counsel made strenuous efforts 
to save his client’s neck, depicting him as a 
jealous lover whom passion had maddened, 
but the jury, admirably pitiless, returned a 
verdict of guilty. “All right,” remarked 
Vodable, after listening impassively to the 
sentence which consigned him to the guillo­ 
tine. 


H E N R I R O CH EFO RT. 


H e S ays th a t G en eral B o u la n g er’s Star 
H a s F a llen . 


L o n d o n , May 10th.—Henri 
Rochefort 
was interviewed to-day and said that 
Boulanger’s star had fallen forever. The 
only hope for the success of the party is in 
its severance from Boulanger and his cause. 
A new party may be formed in which the 
General might be an honorary member, 
but he can never again be a leader. Roch­ 
efort said he had little hope of his ever re­ 
turning to France. He should make no 
effort to do so in defiance of law, and as 
things now stood it would not do to sue 
for pardon. If the Government choose to 
grant a remission of the iniquitous sen­ 
tence pronounced against him, he might 
avail himself of the opportunity to return. 
As it was, he was contented here. He had 
learned to like England and the English, 
and he might yet apply for papers of 
naturalization. 
Rochefort continues to edit a Paris paper 
from Loudon, and contributes to various 
other publications In France. His literary 
activity is extraordinary.

Many of his enemies continues to re­ 
ceive and feel hia barbed arrows shot from 
afar. 
Sarah Bernhardt writes that she is con­ 
fined to her hotel by a rheumatic affection 
caused by constantly kneeling in the play 
of “Joan of Arc.” Rochefort remarks that 
it goes against the constitution of Bern­ 
hardt to bend the knee.
